War Against 
the Sparrow 
In my backyard are half a 


dozen families of cardinals 
whom I aid with feeder-loads of 
sunflower seed or peanuts. 


When furnishing peanuts I 


sustained heavy losses from 
thieving blue jays who at times 
actually 
outnumbered the 


redbirds. I switclied to sun- 
flower seed, and found new 
trouble: English sparrows- 
hundreds of them. Sparrows 
can't handle unshelled peanuts, 
but they'll strip a feeder of 
sunflower seed in a couple of 
hours. 


Faced with the same problem 


three or four years ago I got 
from Jerry O'Neal the address 
of a manufacturer of sparrow 
traps, and bought two of them. 
They had been out in the 
weather ever since, but after a 
few 
adjustments 
in 
the 


mechanical apparatus (a wire 
elevator that descends under 
the weight of a bird to the trap's 
cage) I found both of them were 
in working order. 


When I first bought the traps I 


killed 183 sparrows, much to the 
disgust of my friend Mrs. 
Justine Hamm, local Audubon 
Society founder. She held out 
for the preservation of a certain 
white-throated sparrow who is 
a singer. I said I would be on the 
lookout for this rascal. 


Last Saturday and Sunday 


the traps caught 47 sparrows. 
Then business came to an 
abrupt halt. 


Tuesday morning one of the 


traps captured a blue jay, and I 
released him. Tuesday af- 
ternoon the same bird, ap- 
parently, was back in the same 
trap, and again I released him. 


For this I will get no thanks 


from either Mrs. Hamm or Mrs. 
Irene Dodson (Herbert's wife). 
They are death on the blue jay 
—bully, robber, cutthroat. Mrs. 
Hamm tells me the blue jay 
kills the young of songsters. I 
didn't know this at the time I 
released my one stupid jay. 
Nevertheless, 
my war is 


against 
sparrows—nothing 


else. 


Thursday morning the traps 


again were inactive, except for 
a single adult cardinal. I 
released him, of course—and 
I'll be a surprised editor if he 
ever returns to my screen-wire 
jail.

SAIGON (AP) - North Viet- 


namese forces launched new at- 
tacks on South Vietnam's north- 
ern defense lines today despite 
the heaviest B52 U.S. bombing 
of the Vietnam war. 


The South Vietnamese com- 


mand said 99 North Vietnamese 
were killed and one tank was 
destroyed in three fights be- 
tween dawn and noon, while 
South Vietnamese losses were 
five killed and 22 wounded. 


A hundred B52s dropped 2,500 


tons of bombs across the north- 
ern front today. 


Informants said the strikes 


were aimed at cutting off North 
Vietnamese troops and sup- 
plies. They also noted they 
could be setting the stage for a 
new South Vietnamese spoiling 
operation westward from Hue 
toward the A Shau Valley, a 
major North Vietnamese base 
camp and staging area near 
the Ijaotian border.

Violence in Ireland 
escalated dispite 
promised ceasefire 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland 


(AP) 
— The Irish Republican 


Army's new cease-fire promise 
in Northern Ireland came un- 
der pressure today on both the 
political and military fronts. 
British army 
headquarters 


acknowledged that the truce 
announced Thursday by the 
Provisional wing of the Irish 
Republican Army was not due 
to take effect until Monday 
night. But a spokesman said 
that in the meanwhile violence 
had escalated, and that there 
was more shooting in Belfast 
and Londonderry during the 
night than in any recent night. 


An IRA faction in Belfast 


lashed out at "truce mongers" 
and vowed to battle on for a 
united Ireland. Militant Protes- 
tant leader William Craig said 
the "terrorist movement must 
be broken up, and if the secur- 
ity forces relax in any way, the 
people must act for them- 
selves." The Rev. Ian Paisley 
said if the army stops hunting 
down "murderers and other 
lawbreakers," the Protestants 
will not tolerate it. 


Meanwhile, British troops 


fought gunmen for three hours 
in southwest Belfast on the 
fringe of a Catholic district. 
More than 200 rounds were 


fired, and the army claimed 
three guerrillas were hit. 


Shots punctuated the night in 


Londonderry, but no casualties 
were reported. 


However, the violence which 


has plagued Northern Ireland 
for more than three years and 
has taken at least 378 lives was 
expected to drop off as the 
cease-fire approached. 


The IRA Provisionals, or 


Provos, said they would sus- 
pend offensive operations from 
midnight Monday "provided 
that a reciprocal response is 
forthcoming from the armed 
forces of the British crown." 


Britain's minister for North- 


ern Ireland, William Whitelaw, 
replied that the troops "will ob- 
viously reciprocate" if the vio- 
lence stops. The Provos took 
this as acceptance of their pro- 
posal. But one group called the 
Belfast Volunteers issued a 
statement pudiating the cease- 
fire as "totally unacceptable." 


It said: "We are the men and 


women who have borne the 
brunt of the fighting and we see 
victory in our grasp. No sellout 
by a bankrupt leadership will 
be tolerated by us. By their ac- 
tion the truce mongers have 
automatically expelled them- 
selves from membership of the 
Irish Republican Army."

South Vietnamese forces trying 
to reopen Highway 14 between 
Pleiku and Kontum battled 
more than 100 North Vietnam- 
ese troops 500 yards south of 
the Chu Pao mountain pass. 
The Saigon command claimed 
34 North Vietnamese killed. 
Five Government troops were 
reported killed and 23 wounded. 


North Vietnam claimed it 


shot down four U.S. F4 Phan- 
toms during raids Thursday 
over the North. The U.S. Com- 
mand said it had no plane loss- 
es to report over North Viet- 
nam, but announcement of loss- 
es by the U.S. Command often 
is delayed because the search 
for downed fliers is still under 
way.

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Across-the-board SS hike

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 20- 


per-cent across-the-board in- 
crease in Social Security bene- 
fits appears headed for con- 
gressional approval by the end 
of next week. 


Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, 


chief sponsor of the move in 
the Senate, reported that he 
discussed his plan with Rep. 
Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., and re- 
ceived a sympathetic hearing. 


Mills' position is important 


because Church hopes to add 
the increase as a committee 
rider on 
*> debt-limit bill and 


Mills, chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee, would 
have to agree to such an 
amendment to assure quick 
approval by the House. 


The debt-limit bill has been 


chosen as the vehicle for the 
rider because it is an adminis- 
tration measure which Presi- 
dent Nixon must sign into law 
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by next Friday. 


The Social Security hikn first 


was tacked 'into the mammoth 
Social 
Security-welfare 
bill 


passed by the House last year 
and approved by (he Senate Fi- 
nance Committee last week 


But lengthy debate on the 


welfare-reform 
sections cov- 


ering families with dependent 
children probably will delay fi- 
nal action until September. 


Democratic leaders are push- 


ing to enact the 20-per-cent 
boost at once so it can be re- 
flected in the monthly checks of 
27 
million 
Social 
Security 


recipients before the national 
elections Nov. 7. 


It takes about three months 


after passage for an increase to 
show up in the checks. 


The House is to act on the 


debt-limit bill early next week. 
Mills is said to have agreed to 
push it through as early in the 
week as possible so the Senate 
will have more time to consider 
it. 


Church claims G4 backers for 


his 20-per-cent amendment, al- 
most two-thirds of the Senate. 


If the amendment is adopted, 


the bill must go back to the 
House for action on the Senate 
change. 


Mills originally favored a 5- 


per-cent Social Security in- 
crease, the figure recommend- 
ed by Nixon, but later changed 
his mind and announced his 
.support for 20 per cent. 


Church's amendment would 


make the boost retroactive to 
June 1 this year. 


It also would include a cost- 


of-living increase guaranteeing 
that, whenever the price index 
rises 3 per cent or more, Social 
Security benefits automatically 
would go up by the same 
amount. 


It was learned that Church 


and Mills have agreed tenta- 
tively that the measure would 
be financed through increases 
in the wage base, the amount 
of annual earnings subject to 
tax.

VEE alert 
is sounded 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Agriculture Department has 
sounded a seasonal alert for 
equine 
encephalomyelitis, 


sleeping sickness of horses. 


The department urged own- 


ers throughout the country to 
vaccinate their horses, ponies, 
mules and burros for the three 
types 
of 
encephalomyelitis 


present in the United States. 


It said Mexico already has 


reported three outbreaks of the 
deadly Venezuelan equine en- 
cephalomyelitis 
(VEE) 
this 


year. The outbreaks show a 
northward progression with the 
latest located in the state of 
Durango, about 650 miles from 
the Texas border. 


The department said effective 


vaccines are available to im- 
munize horses against the three 
horse sleeping sicknesses found 
in this country: VEE plus East- 
ern and Western equine en- 
cephalomyelitis 
(EEE 
and 


WEE). 


All three diseases are trans- 


mitted to horses by mosquitoes. 


A serious VEE outbreak oc- 


curred in this country in 1971, 
and another outbreak is feared 
this year.

WASHINGTON ( A P ) - The 


Senate is expected to join the 
House in approving the sharing 
of some $30 billion with the 
states and local governments 
over the next five years. But 
Senate action may have to wait 
until after the political con- 
ventions.

New agency 
approved to 
replace FDA 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


new independent agency re- 
sponsible for ensuring the safe- 
ty and efficiency of food, drugs 
and other products has been 
approved by the Senate to re- 
place the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration. 


The bill—for the first time in 


consumer legislation—provides 
criminal penalties for the man- 
ufacture and sale of unsafe 
products. 


It would establish a new 


Food, Drug and 
Consumer 


Product Agency which would 
incorporate all existing con- 
sumer-safety programs. Among 
its powers would be authority 
to remove 
unsafe 
products 


from shelves and ban the man- 
ufacture of those found to pose 
unreasonable risk of injury of 
death. 


The bill now goes to the 


House where it fate is uncer- 
tain. The Nixon administration 
opposes key provisions. 


The legislation provides for 


citizen petition and class-action 
suits, and gives the agency 
power to act on its own against 
suspected violators, instead of 
going through the Justice De- 
partment.

"Mom, don't worry about the 
sharks, I don't. The moray eels 
really scare me though." 


That's how the letters began. 


The writer was our son, Bob, 
whose interest is marine biolo- 
gy. He wanted experience and 
the chance to follow his inter- 
ests "where the action is." 


So he bought a used laundry 


truck and converted it to a mo- 
bile home—of sorts—and four 
days after his 21st birthday he 
set off for Marineland of Flori- 
da, the nation's pioneer ocean- 
arium about 15-miles south of 
St. Augustine. 


Two weeks after his arrival 


he was given a tryout as a 
"hard-hat diver," feeding and 
working under 12 to 20 feet of 
water with some of the nearly 
3,000 specimens of marine life 
on exhibit. 


Opened in 1938, Marineland is 


dedicated to study and research 
in marine biology. It also offers 
the public a unique experience 
in its educational and entertain- 
ing exhibits. 


Bob wrote: "The first few 


weeks I was upset about the 
nurse sharks, which are like 
hungry puppy dogs crowding to 
get food. Everyone said they 
were harmless, but my mind 
said that anything that could 
swallow a 10-inch fish whole 
could also do a good job on my 
hand." 


Other letters that followed 


contained these gerns to quiet 
parental concern: 


•Work isn't going bad at all 


I don't mind getting bit. It's my 
fault anyway if I do..." 


••f walked a shark today, 


about a "-footer. It had been 
caught at sea by the collecting 
ship and was exhausted. You 
have to -walk' them in the wa- 
ter, a sort of artificial respira- 
tion to force oxygen-bearing 
water through their gills until 


they revive...." 


"I've been nipped by nurse 


sharks, tugged on by huge sea 
turtles and climbed over by 
morays, but those porpises 
have 
pushed, 
pulled, 
and 


knocked me down and bitten 
me and I still like them best. I 
have been bitten so many times 
this week that I feel like a pin 
cushion...." 


Proudly he wrote: "I was 


paid a compliment by the an- 
nouncer. He said that Wayne 
Birkett, the head diver, stated 
that 'Bob is the best diver he 
has had in quite a few years. In 
less than a month he has 
learned all of the jobs that the 
senior divers do. He moves ex- 
ceptionally well in the water 
and seems natural.'" 


Despite our concern about the 


unknown—at least for us—that 
he walks with daily in those 
tanks, we were happy and 
proud of his attitude when he 
wrote recently: 


"I don't plan on doing this

Reply To Editorial 


Editor The Star: This letter is 


in reference to your "Daily 
Bread" editorial. June 20. 1972 
entitled, "Real Culprit in In- 
flation is Government". The 
editorial states as a matter of 
fact, that the federal employee 
receives automatic pay in- 
creases each year. Quote: "In 
short, individual workers get 
automatic pay increases from 
year to year simply because 
they arc working for the 
government—a 
preferred 


status that is denied those who 
are working for taxpaying 
outfits". These statements are 
not factual. 


The following is a summary 


of 
how most 
government 


agencies pay their employees. 
(Anyone may confirm this by 
calling the United States Civil 
Service Commission, Dallas, 
Texas: AC-214-749-3156) 


For most positions, the rate of 


pay is fixed in accordance with 
the salary schedule 
of the 


Classification Act. All positions 
established under the General 
Schedule classification system 
must 
be 
described 
and 


classified in order that the 
proper basic rates of pay for the 
positions may be determined. 
Hence the term GS rating. This 
being done the GS ratings start 
at grade one ($4564.00 per 
annum) and continue to grade 
eighteen ($39,693.00 per annum) 
(This last pay figure is limited 
by section 5308 of title 5 of the 
US Code to the rate for level V 
of the executive schedule, or 
$36,000.00 per year). These 
rates of pay for your civil 
servant are passed into law by 
an act of Congress. Heretofore 
each increase in rates of pay 
have been determined by the 
Congress, approved and signed 
by the President. This process 
is far more difficult than asking 
the boss for a raise, and is by no 
means, automatic. 


Secondly, there are what is 


known as ingrade pay raises. 
These wage increases are 
granted to the nontemporary 
employees of most government 
departments in the grades 
below GS-(18), when certain 
requirements are met. These 
requirements are as follows: 


(1) The civil servant must 


have 52 weeks of service to be 
allowed a raise the first four 
years on his grade 
em- 


ployment. 
104 
weeks 
of 


creditable service completion 
in the next 3 years, that means 
he has to wait two years for 
each increase in steps 5-6-7: In 
steps 8-9-10 the career civil 
servant must have 156 weeks (3 
year) period of creditable 
service, before he can legally 
be ready for a raise, and, 


( 2 ) In addition to the waiting 


periods noted above, these in- 
step increases take effect only 
if the supervisor finds that the 
employees work is of an ac- 
ceptable level of competence. If 
the employees work is not of an 
acceptable level of competence, 
it means that no pay increase 
has been earned. This means 
the employee does not get a pay 
increase. 


There are exceptions to thus 


rule. But by in large this is the 
system. One exception that can 
be noted is that if an employee 
is doing an "outstanding" job, 
he or 
she 
may 
receive 


recognition of this by a quality 
performance increase. This is 
sometimes called a "Merit" 
increase, in recognition of 
Exceptional Performance 
in 


the line of the employees duties. 


I think that the fact stated 


above show that there is no such 
thing as "automatic pay in- 
creases from year to year"

the budgeter's 
e t e r n a l 


plaint: " W h e r e does the 
money go?" 


To most consumers, such 


measures of living costs as 
the Consumer Price Index 
probably are too abstract to 
have much impact—but the 
dollar-and-cent figures for 
family budgets should give 
you a jolt. Latest calcula- 
tions of the Bureau of Labor 
statistics — l a g g i n g six 
months behind today's costs 
—show: 


Budget for an urban fam- 


ily of four, at an "intermedi- 
ate" 
living standard—$10,- 


971. 
That's up from $9,076 


four-and-a-half years earlier, 
a 20 per cent rise. 


For a higher standard of 


living, $15,905 needed, com- 
pared to the earlier figure 
of $13,050—up 22 per cent. 


The bureau's 
" l o w e r 


level" budget was up 22 per 
cent, rising from $5,915 to 
$7,214. 


Many families will 
find 


that, at midyear 1972, they'll 
have to spend even more to 
maintain the same standard 
of living. For one t h i n g , 
these are national averages. 
As the National Consumer 
Finance Association points 
out, "equivalent budget lev- 
els varied widely 
among 


cities and regions, with the 
lowest in small cities in the 
South, and the highest gen- 
erally in the largest metro- 
politan areas." So if you're 
not lucky enough to live in a 
small southern city, mark up 
your living costs by X per 
cent. 


In addition, we've had half 


a year of inflation s i n c e 
these figures were compiled. 
The news about food prices, 
released by the Labor De- 
partment earlier this month, 
indicates that inflation is 
alive and — should we say 
"well"?—despite frequent of- 
ficial announcements that in- 
flation is on its death bed. 


Wholesale prices of larm 


products, 
processed 
foods 


and feed took a jump of 0.8 
per cent (seasonally adjust- 
ed) in May—an annual rate 
of 9.6 per cent, a prospect 
that ought to shake up even 
the professional optimists. 


To put the matter of fam- 


ily costs in context, there 
h a v e been accompanying 
gains in personal income; 
otherwise we'd all be in the 
poorhouse. 
But 
currently, 


the N.C.F.A. points out, con- 
sumers are in the middle of 
a two-way squeeze. On one 
side is rising prices, on the 
other the fact that "taxes 
have been absorbing increas- 
ing proportions of personal 
income." Even when you get 
more, you're allowed to keep 
a smaller share to live on. 


To illustrate what the com- 


bination 
of 
inflation 
and 


heavier taxes has done to 
family living costs in recent 
years, the N.C.F.A. cites fig- 
ures of tne Conference Board 
showing that $18,570 is need- 
ed today to equal the pur- 
chasing power of $10.000 of 
income in 1949. 


During 
t h e intervening 


years, the bite taken out of 
that income by federal in- 
come and Social Security 
taxes increased 
by $2,100. 


At the same time, inflation 
cut purchasing p o w e r by 
$6.470 Thus. $U).000=$18.570", 
and you can add to the lat- 
ter figure whatever state 
and local taxes you pay.

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Agnes stalls in 
New England, rain 
continues to pour 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


Major flood warnings were is- 


sued today for the Ohio, Al- 
legheny and Monongahela riv- 
ers in western Pennsylvania as 
diehard storm Agnes stalled in 
its tracks and pumped more 
rain on already soaked sections 
of Pennsylvania and New York. 


National Guard units in both 


states were assisting in the 
evacuation of thousands from 
flood-threatened cities, in- 
cluding Harrisburg and Elmira. 
The confirmed death count in 
Agnes' wake was 36 with at 
least a score more missing and 
feared dead. 


"We have a major disaster 


developing," if the rain contin- 
ues, National Weather Service 
hydrologist William Ixing warn- 
ed in Pittsburgh. He said the 
Ohio was rising at the rate of a 
foot an hour at 4 a.m. and 
would pass the 25-foot flood 
stage by midmorning. 


Flood warnings were extend- 


ed for all of western Pennsylva- 
nia, where Gov. Milton Shapp 
declared a state of extreme 
emergency on Thursday as the 
torrential storm battered up the 
Eastern seaboard. 


I .ashing gale force winds and 


leaving up to a foot of rain, the 
still potent remains of Hurri- 
cane Agnes forced the evac- 
uation of thousands, including 
entire towns.

There was no immediate 


word on when the sprawling, 
swirling Ohio might crest. 


Thr drenching rain, now in 


its fourth day, was also causing 
widespread mudslides in west- 
ern Pennsylvania. Slides were 
occurring "faster than we can 
possibly keep up with them," 
said a spokesman for the state 
transportation department. 


Massive evacuations were un- 


der way in Harrisburg, Wilkes- 
Barre and Gearfield County. 
Rivers were overflowing in 
Philadelphia. 


In New York State, Elmlra, a 


city of 40,000, began to evac- 
uate because the Chemung Riv- 
er was rising six inches an 
hour in the area. Water was re- 
ported spilling over 23-foot-high 
dikes in nearby Corning. 


Commerce Secretary Peter 


G. Peterson said in New York 
City Thursday night that losses 
from the flooding already ex- 
ceeded several million dollars. 
He planned a helicopter tour of 
the stricken areas today. 


The National Weather Service 


said Agnes, which began as a 
hurricane and later was down- 
graded to a tropical storm, was 
being absorbed by a nontropic- 
al storm center early today 
over northeastern Pennsylva- 
nia. 


I Jttle or no movement of the 


center was expected for 12 to 24 
hours and the service said, 
"This poses the threat of more 
or less continuous rains within 
a radius of several hundred 
miles from the storm center." 


Elmira City Manager Joseph 


Sartori ordered the start of the 
evacuation of the city at 3:30 
a.m. Gov. Nelson A. Rockefel- 
ler ordered National Guard 
units to assist. 


He also ordered a unit to help 


at Olean, where the Allegheny 
River was expected to crest at 
23.5 feet at 9 a.m. The city's 
21,000 residents were warned to 
expect the "worst flood ever." 


The 8,000 residents of Sala- 


manca were reported encircled 
by flood waters around the city. 


Although the rainfall was di- 


minishing in some areas, Penn- 
sylvania officials said the worst 
of the flooding was yet to come. 
Rivers, some already 10 feet 
above flood stage, were to crest 
tonight. 


The evacuation of 5,000 per- 


sons from the hardest-hit areas 
of Harrisburg began at mid- 
night with National Guardsmen 
using floating personnel car- 
riers and between 50 and 60 
trucks.

Nixon gives 
decision on bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon today signed the 
$21.3-billion education bill but 
criticized its antibusing provi- 
sions as a congressional "re- 
treat from an urgent call for 
responsibility."

four, who are wanted for ques- 
tioning, but said they identified 
themselves 
at the hotel as 


members of an organization 
called Ameretas. Police said 
this was an anti-Castro exile or- 
ganization based in Miami.

ever, had no information on 
this group.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon says he'll announce 
his decision today on whether 
to sign or veto a $21.3-billion 
education bill whose antibusing 
provisions he finds vague and 
ambiguous. 


The chief executive said he 


faced a dilemma over the legis- 
lation and, like an umpire try- 
ing to decide a play, it was "a 
very close call." 


The measure, passed by Con- 


gress after two years of delib- 
eration, is considered a land- 
mark by the administration, 
authorizing funds Nixon asked 
for a variety of programs, 
ranging from elementary to 
graduate school. 


But the President told a news 


conference Thursday that the 
bill's antibusing provision "to- 
tally fails to deal with this 
highly volatile issue." 


Congress tacked on a provi- 


sion that would halt for 18 
months 
any 
school 
deseg- 


regation ordered by the federal 
courts until all appeals had 
been exhausted. 


If he vetoed the bill, Nixon 


said, he doubted he could get 
the education provisions back 
on his desk in the form he 
wants and then get separately 
a straight-out moratorium on 
new 
school-busing 
orders, 


which he favors. 


Summoning reporters to his 


Oval Office for an impromptu 
news conference—his first in 
three months—Nixon 
limited 


questions to domestic policy. 


However, he promised to hold 


another meeting next week and 
to take questions on any topic. 


The President urged approval 


of the strategic arms limitation 
agreement, now being debated 
in Congress, followed by a fa- 
vorable vote on the offensive- 
weapons - development pro- 
posed by Secretary of Defense 
Melvin R. I-aird and the ad- 
ministratinn 


Nixon said Soviet Communist 


party chief Leonid Brezhnev 
made it absolutely clear that 
his country will continue devel- 
oping and improving weapons 
not under the offensive-weapons 
agreement. 


Unless the United States does 


the same, the President said, 
there would be no chance the 
Soviets would negotiate Phase 2 
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of the arms limitations. 


In addition, he said, without 


U.S. 
development programs, 


the Soviet Union would "be 
substantially 
ahead 
of 
the 


United States over-all" by the 
latter part of the 1970s. 


On other topics, Nixon said: 
—He is considering temporar- 


ily lifting meat-import quotas 
in an effort to slow the increase 
in food prices. Such a move, he 
said, could bring some moder- 
ation in meat prices within a 
few months. 


—He will abide by the Su- 


preme Court ruling requiring 
court orders for wiretapping in 
domestic-security 
cases. He 


will not seek additional author- 
ity from 
Congress in such 


cases. 


—The Pentagon made "an 


appropriate decision" in declin- 
ing to court-martial Air Force 
Gen. John V. Lavelle, who 
made 
unauthorized bombing 


raids into North Vietnam. La- 
velle was relieved of duty, de- 
moted and retired. 


—Federal troops are being 


supplied for the Miami con- 
ventions and will be used if re- 
quested. But he foresees no vio- 
lent demonstrations such as oc- 
curred at the Democratic con- 
vention in Chicago four years 
ago. 


—"The White House has had 


no involvement whatever" in 
the break-in at the Democratic 
National Committee offices in 
Washington. One of the five 
men charged in the break-in 
was, until after the incident, se- 
curity chief for Nixon's re-elec- 
tion campaign. 


—His campaign officials were 


following the law in declining to 
make public the source of some 
$10 million in 
contributions 


made prior to the April 7 effec- 
tive date of a new disclosure 
law. 
"If the Congress wanted 


this law to apply to contribu- 
tions before the date in April 
... it could have made it ap- 
ply," Nixon said.

Fresh chance for 
some draftees 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Men 


ordered drafted in early July 
were given a fresh chance to- 
day to beat the draft by joining 
the 
Reserves 
or 
National 


Guard. 


They also were offered anoth- 


er chance to enlist in the regu- 
lar forces for two years, in- 
stead of the usual three or 
more, and gain a wider choice 
of assignments than draftees. 


Today's announcements re- 


flect Selective Service moves to 
implement two new policies, 
one permitting men to opt for 
the Guard or Reserves after 
getting their draft notices, and 
the other permitting the shorter 
enlistment period. 


The new rule says a man 


may not join a unit or enlist for 
less than three years within 10 
days of his induction date. That 
would have left out most of 
those ordered to report early 
next month, but today Acting 
Draft Director Byron V. Pepi- 
tone eased the rule. 


Pepitone 
authorized 
draft 


boards to grant a 15-day delay 
for men with reporting dates 


between July 1 and July 15 if 
they are actively being process- 
ed for Reserve or Guard ap- 
pointment or two-year enlist- 
ment. 


But he said this policy will 


not be extended to men who 
are on orders to report for 
Army duty this month. 


The chance for men facing 


certain draft to join the Re- 
serve or National Guard was 
opened up in hopes of filling 
some of the growing shortages 
in those forces. 


Secretary of Defense Melvin 


R. Laird and Deputy Secretary 
Kenneth Rush recently 
ex- 


pressed concern because the 
Guard 
and Reserves 
have 


dropped an estimated 40,000 be- 
low strength as draft pressures 
eased. 


Pepitone said men who want 


to take advantage of the new 
policy must locate unit va- 
cancies on their own and should 
request that their enlistments 
or appointments be expedited 
to meet the 10-day requirement.

NEW YORK (AP) — Veteran 


diplomat W. Averell Harriman, 
who says that a prompt politi- 
cal settlement of the Vietnam 
war is his party's goal, opens a 
major foreign policy hearing to- 
day of the Democratic platform 
committee. 


The one-day New York ses- 


sion conducted by a panel of 
about 
15 platform 
com- 


mitteemen winds up the coast- 
to-coast phase of the public tes- 
timony-taking. Drafting of the 
1972 platform starts Friday in 
Washington when the full 150- 
member platform committee 
meets. 


Harriman's view that Presi- 


dent Nixon's dramatic dealings 
overseas have alienated old al- 
lies and undermined confidence 
in America's reliability already 
is before the platform writers. 


Harriman, former ambassa- 


dor to the Soviet Union and 
Britain, and Paul C. Warnke, 
former assistant secretary of 
defense, prepared a report for 
the Democratic Policy Council 
which charged last month that 
the secret peace plan which 
Nixon advertised in his 1968 
campaign "remains the best 
kept secret of his adminis- 
tration." 


whole system of political fi- 
nancing, because the whole 
structure is corruptive," Brown 
said.
